. In 1952, the Bureau received information from 
the Department to the effect that LUCHESE was reported 

at that time to have succeeded FRANK COSTELLO’ with 
respect to influence on crime and politics in New York 

City. LUCHESE reportedly had long been associated with 
many notorious criminals and racketeers. He had been 
observed by narcotic agents in the company of such national 
narcotic figures as "TRIGGER" MIKE COPPOLA, SAL SANTORA 

and others. This information also contained the allega~ 
‘tion that LUCHESE was known as the head of the Italian 

‘mob in the garment industry, had many legitimate businesses, 
but that his success was based on strong arm tactics. 

He was believed to be a partner of ABE CHAIT, garment 
‘trucking ezar. 


; LUCHESE is presently under denaturalization 
proceedings in the Eastern District of New York. Although 
he had’ admitted a prior conviction for auto theft he 
néglected to mention numerous arrests subsequent to this 
‘conviction, Immigration and Naturalization file reflects 
that THOMAS LUCHESE, true name GAETANO LUCHESE, is a native 
of Palermo, Italy, and reportedly was born there on 
December 9, 1899. He arrived in the United States on 
‘November 20, 1911, and was admitted to citizenship on 
‘January:25, 1943, at Newark, New Jersey. He previously 
resided at 106 Parsons Boulevard, Malba, Queens County, 
New York, which residence he is believed to have sold in 
1955. He is presently said to be residing at 74 Royatt 
Street, Lido Beach, Long Island, New York. 


LUCHESE was stated to have an interest in the 
‘following concerns in 1952 and‘1953, according to the 
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NY 92-305 


records of T-7, a public agency concerned with racketeers 
and criminals in business: 


Brauneli Ltd. 


This concern which was engaged in the manufacture 
of ladies coats and suits was located at 262 West age a 
Street, New York City. 


TLis Company was ‘formerly known as the Lou 
Kaufman Corporation and on March 14, 1947, the name was

LUCHESE stated that he was on the way to the 
bank to obtain some money to pay vacation money to his 
employees, He related that he wanted to close the 
plants down during the week of July 4th and pay vacation 
pay. He said the employees did not want to do this 
preferring to take the money and work in addition which 
would increase their earnings. He said he agreed with 
their desires and was going to keep the factory open. 


‘LUCHESE stated that business has remained 
at a satisfactory level during the past few months but 
stated it could be better, 


LUCHESE then complained that the recent

"On February 23, in company with 
I interviewed EDWARD corsi, Commissioner of Labor, State of New 
York, and Republican candidate for May or New York City in the 
1°50 election. 
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"Mr, CORSI stated that the statements he made durirg 
the last campaign with respect to THOMAS LUCKESE, also known as 
"Three-Finger"™ BROWN, were true and correct to the best of his 
knowledge and belief. He stated that he was formerly a resident 
of the Fast Harlem District, which was LUCKESE's neighborhood, 
and that as a result of being a resident and active in political 
affairs over a number of years, certain information has come to 
him from sources which he believes to be absolutely reliable. 


"He stated that Impilitteri and LUCKESE met several 
times during the campaign at 55 East Houston Street in Bentivegna's 
Restaurant; that LUCKESE had Impellitteri as a guest at his home 
on a number of occasions; that LUCKESE has been prominent in 
East Harlem affairs for a long number of years; that he is a sort 
of overlord over such men as JOEY RAO, MIKE COPPOLA, and JOB STRETCH; 
that he could not state precisely what racket, or rackets, if any, 
LUCKESE is in, but he is satisfied in his own mind and conscience 
that LUCKESE is very definitely connected with these rackets; 
that LUCKESE has been, for many years, a very strong supporter 
of VITO MARCANTONIO, who appointed his son a Cadet of West Points 
that BERT STAND could verify the fact that LUCKESE backed 
Impellitteri for the job of President of the Council in 1945; that
